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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 1,18,28, 42,43 and 47-49 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art does not 
teach or suggest the use of three optical fiber cables in the optical image part of the 
device and does not teach or suggest the use of a grating as a light controllable device. 
These features are recited in the aforementioned claims. 

Claim 1 has been cancelled by Applicant.

Claim 2-10. 12-17.19-27. 29-41, and 44-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Hewlett, U.S.P. No.5,828,485. 

Hewlett *485 teaches (Figs. 1-10) a light GOBO device and method using same 
comprising: using a computer/controller 52 to process a digital file that is indicative of a 
digital file indicative of a color gobo shape to be projected by a system and using digital 
light altering (mirrored) device DMD 320 which produces outputs which are adapted to 
simultaneously control three digital light shape altering devices to states indicative of the 
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color gotx) shape for each of the three primary colors (RED, GREEN BLUE) (Note 
combinations of the three primary colors can produce other colors, i.e. cyan, magenta, 
ect.), (The use of high power light bulbs i.e. 100W or over is considered inherent to the 
teachings of Hewlett) which cleariy, fully meets Applicant's claimed limitations.
